In searching the archives for 
historical data f«<r u*o in connec­ 
tion with Y ork’s e qui centennicl 
celebration in October, committee­ 
men have 
found

that missionaries from Conewago 
chapel, iii Adam 
county, then a 
part of York county, attended the 
congregation 
of 
St. 
Patrick’* 
church. York, when that congre­ 
gation was found* <1 back in 1850. 
Missionary priests from Em m its­ 
burg and Baltimore also assisted 
in 
supplying 
th»* 
York church 
until 
1776 
whi r a church was 
built and priest 
from Conewago 
chapel regularly celebrated mas* 
and adm inistered the sacraments 
until 
the 
parish 
was 
strong 
enough to suppor* it- own priest.

Perhaps that accounts 
for the fact that these ame pilot* 
have taken thou and- of persons 
on thcdr initial flights at their 
W ashing ton airdrome. 


The bulk of the motor traffic 
between Canada, the New E ng­ 
land states 
and 
other 
northern 
and eastern points, to Florida, go­ 
ing down in the fall with the ad­ 
vent of cold weather, and retu rn ­ 
ing in the spring, has heretofore 
largely followed the coast, via 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, 
W ash­ 
ington, Richmond thence south. 
This route has been followed be­ 
cause of the general belief of 
Florida bound travelers th a t the 
“coast route” U’as the only good 
route. 
To prove to the people of the 
north and east th a t there is an­

tlefield. 
Elaborate preparation* 
have been made to en tertain these 
distinguished people here as befit­ 
ting the hospitality of the keepers 
of a national shrine. 
The idea is 
not alone to impress these noted 
motor travelers with w hat Get­ 
tysburg has here, but to let the 
world know^ more about G ettys­ 
burg through the publicity the 
community will get by a proper 
reception to the motorcade. 
To put G ettysburg’s reception 
“across” properly requires an ex­ 
penditure 
of 
money, 
as 
all 
worthy 
and 
progressive 
en ter­ 
prises require. 
A number of rep­ 
resentative people are giving of 
their time, in addition 
to 
their 
money, to the entertainm ent of 
the motorcade. One of their tasks 
is collecting the necessary funds 
by popular subscriptions. 
If the 
bulk 
of Florida traffic 
eventually goes through G ettys­ 
burg over the A. S. IL, that is now* 
foreseen, all G ettysburg will bene­ 
fit 
therefrom, 
particularly 
its 
business people; and all G ettys­ 
burg people, therefore, ought to 
willingly help put the enterprise 
across at this tim e by giving of 
their time and money to make the 
reception to the motorcade Sep­ 
tember 9 a g reat success. 
This is 
not a “ stunt” or “ p a rty ” for any 
individual, or group of individuals 
of the community;

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GOOD SEED CORN 
IS HARD TO GET 


Drying Ears Artificially Is Rec­ 
ommended As Means of Let­ 
ting Cond Seed. 


Indications that seed corn will b** 
scarcer for next year than it was th s 
year were given by R. E. Underwood, 
Adam - county farm agent, today. Con­ 
sequently, he urged that great cate la* 
exercised in the selection of seed corn 
this fall. 
Condition* in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois* 
and Iowa and further north will In- 
even worse than in Pennsylvania, he 
'aid and it is not wise to depend on 
Kansas or southern-grown corn .be­ 
call >o it takes several years before it 
is acclimated. 
A fair percentage of the corn was 
got out early enough in spite of the 
backward season by using reliable and 
tested sied corn to insure crops of 
corn, hut the corn is bound to con­ 
tain a large amount of moisture when 
it is cut. 
Handled in the ordinary 
way, that is leaving the corn rag shock 
•ill freezing weather aet-* in before it 
is husked, may not hurt the corn for 
feeding ourposes, but it will be fatal 
to its value as need. 
The germ will 
he damaged cither by freezing or by 
mould. 
The only safe way to secure reliable 
seed th> season, as-erted Mr. I’n- 
derwood, is to select ears before the 
corn is cut or immediately afterward 
and to dry them artificially if necei- 
a \. 
He advised the growers so to 
select corn from their maturest fields 
to husk the corn and lay each ear 
separately on a shelf where air can 
circulate around it or even to place 
it where it will be dried by stove 
heat* 
Ears so handled may not do 
for exhibit on 
as the 
grains 
will 
shrivel to some 
extent, 
but 
the 
wrinkl ing w ill not harm them for sc /J 
purposes and will prevent them from 
freezing or moulding by reason of 
excess moisture. 
There is from 33 
t<» 45 per cent of moisture in c ran 
when it is cut. 
The county ag. nt stated that if 
seed corn la promptly dried it will not 
matter even if the grains are riot al- 
togfiher hard when the corn is cut 
as long as the germ is there. 
The 
main thing is 
to protect the germ 
from freezing.
